25 d, to one born in 
Northampionſtire or Lincolaſtire. | 


The preſent Maſter, born at Grantham i in 
Lincoluthire e, Was, as is well known, ſent from 
thence 


thence on Purpoſe for one of theſs Fello 
and was elected, by virtue of the ae 
given in the above Covenants, Fellow of this 
Foundation, in Preference, to one at leaſt, his 
Senior afterwards choſe Fellow. eb 


But fince this Time the Practice of the 

College, has been ftrangely altered. Eighteen 
Years ago, when the preſent Maſter was re- 
moyed to the Clare or old Foundation | as is 
the Cuſtom of the College to do in other 
Foundations) Mr. Nicholls, then Scholar of the 
College, and not born in either of the two Coun- 
ties, was elected Fellow of this Foundation, 
in Preference to Mr. Falkner, born in Lincoln- 
ſbire, who is now living in Repute 
and very conſiderable 8 — 
Alford in that County, and has communicated 
a modeſt Account of his Caſe. 


There: was indeed no- Pretence of want 6f 
Character, as to his Sobriety or Regularity, in 
the College, but it was not to be expected, the 
Maſter ſhould fay any thing of his having a 
Senior Optime, which is reckon'd ſo great a

Seniors to Dr. Wilcox were his Friends, and 
for the Propriety, but forbore bein ns P preſent at 
the Election, becauſe they foreſaw Wilcox 
(then Fellow only) and his Friends, were re- 
ſolv'd to ſet aſide the Propriety, and therefore 
left it to him to make and confirm the Election, 
and admit Mr. Nicholls þzs Pupil, contrary to 
the Covenants, Fellow of Mr. Freemans Foun- 
dation. 


It alſo appears that Mr. Falkner, appeal'd to 
the then eee ee _ Ordinary Viſitor 
Dr. Snape, who accepted the A 4 and had 
proceeded ſo far as to call a ————— for 
the Election of two Doctors to be his Aſſeſſors, 
according to the Statutes of the College, but 
was prevented from proceeding, by a Prohi- 
bition from the King -Bench, upon Mr. Hop- 
kinſon's (then Fellow, and late Rector of Pa- 
trington, a College Living) delivering it as his 
Opinion to the Court upon Oath, that the ſaid 
Vice-Chancellor had no Viſitatorial Power, as 
Mr. Palkner has been inform'd, 


It farther appears by a Copy of a Receipt i in 
the ſaid Letter (in which it is a Cauſe Wilcox 
v. Snape) that the preſent Maſter was made 
the Principal in the Cauſe, by acting as the 
Maſter's Locum Tenens, the then Maſter, and 
two Fellows, Seniors to Dr. Wilcox, abſenting 
themſelves from the Election. REY bh

Mr. Falkner being a Man of good Fortune, 
and very near marrying, did not think it worth 
his while to purſue the Matter any farther, (0 
Mr. Nicbolls continued in quiet Poſſefiion of 
the Fellowſhip. 


From this Account there appear ſo many 
Marks of Violence and Partiality in the firſt 
Denial of this Propriety, that, it is conceiv'd, 
it is ſo far from being a Precedent againſt it, 
that it is a ſtrong Preſumption, that every Thing 
that has been done fince, has proceeded: from 
Malice prepenſe; for ſince Mr. Falkner's Re- 
jection, no one born in either of the two 
Counties, has been choſe Fellow of Mr, Free- 
man's Foundation, nor any more than one Fel- 
low of any Foundation in the College. 


But there have been ſeveral Proceedings ſince 
in the College, with relation to this Matter, 
which ſeem plainly enough to intimate an In- 
clination, if not a Reſolution, to deprive all 
thoſe born in the two Counties, of all Benefit 
of the two Fellowſhips, enjoy d by them for 
the firſt hundred Years after the Foundation of 
them.

Mr. Falkner's Caſe) was choſe Fellow; it hap- 
pen'd, that one of the Fellowſhips of his Foun- 
dation, was fill'd up about fix Weeks before, 
with one of another County, which ſeems 
plainly enough to intimate, that it was the In- 
clination and Reſolution of the Maſter and 
Fellows at that Time, to avoid giving Mr. 
Hopkinſon any Preference as born in Lincoln- 


ſire, that the Claim might thereby come into 
Diſuſe and be forgot. | 


II. About fix Years ago when the Rev. Mr. 
Neale, now a Senior Fellow of the College, was 
choſe Fellow of Mr. Freeman's Foundation, 
the Rev. Mr. Laurence born in Northampton- 
ſhire was Scholar of the College, of the ſame 
Standing with Mr, Neale, and who had receiv'd 
much greater Encouragement to expect a Fel- 
lowſhip, than ever Mr. Neale had done, who 
has declar'd, -that when he took his Degree, 
the Midſummer before he was elected, he had 
no Expectation of being Fellow. Mr. Lau- 
_ rence afterwards ſtood for another Fellowſhip, 

and had the Votes of ſome of the Fellows, 
who were not aware of his having had any 
Injuſtice done him before, by his Propriety 
being conceaPd from him, there being but few 
of the then, or preſent Fellows who knew any 
thing of it, The ſecreting the Preference of 
thoſe born in Northamptonſhire from Mr. Lau- 
rence, ſeems to be manifeſt Proof, of a Reſolu- 


tion

tion in the Maſter and Fellows, to have no 
Regard, for the Time to come, to the afore- 
faid Preference: And the rejecting him after- 
wards, ſeems to be a natural Conſequence of 
what they had done before, in order to the 
Concealment, of their having ſo clande 1 
violated the Will of the Founder. 


I II. About three Years ago, Mr. Whitehead 
born in Cambridge, was elected Fellow on this 
Foundation, when the Rev. Mr. Ca/throp born 
in Lincolnſhire was, as is believ'd, Scholar of 
the College, without his knowing any thing of 
his County Preference. Mr. Calthrop had re- 
ceived great Encouragement to expect a Fellow- 
ſhip, and was very deſirous of one, but after- 
wards left the College, upon finding ſo many 
of his Seniors, were likely to be choſen before 
him. It is however of no Conſequence, whe- 
ther Mr. Calthrop was actually of the College, 
when Mr. Whitehead was choſen, or no; 


ſince it is plain no Regard was had to Mr. 


Laurence, who certainly was of the College at 
the Time of an Election into this Fellowſhip, 


and kept in Ignorance of his Preference; and 


Mr. Calthrop was certainly diſcouraged from 
keeping his Name in a little before the Vacance 
of one of theſe Fellowſhips, and would have 
been glad to have accepted it, and ought there- 
fore to have been encourag'd to ſtay for it,

And 
after he was rejected by the unanimous Conſent 
of the Maſter and Fellows, (which in ſuch a 
Caſe is the higheſt Proof poſſible of a Confpi- 
racy) the Father of the faid Robert Maple- 
toft, waited on the Rev, Dr. George, Provoſt 
of King's- College, the then Vice - Chancellor, 
and Ordinary Viſitor of the College, who re- 
lated to him, that the Day before the Election, 
the Senior Fellow of the College had been with 
him, to acquaint him, that this Appeal would 
probably be made to him, and then farther ac-

It is therefore humbly ſubmitted to the Con-

N. B. What is ſaid in the Maſter's Letter, 
of the Adviſeableneſs of accepting this Fellow- 
ſhip, implies no Difficulty in the getting it, and 
as to the Conſequence of having it, the being 
excluded from he old Foundation (tho' the 
Fellows were of a contrary Opinion from the 
Maſter, as will be ſeen in the following Letter) 
it is of no Importance in this Diſpute, which 
is about obtaining this Fellowſhip, which was 
earneſtly defir'd, let the Conſequence be what 
it would, and offer'd to the Maſter to be ac- 
cepted, tho' any other Gentleman had the Profits 
of it till another Fellowſhip fell for him. 


But it is fit it ſhould be obſerved, that not- 
- withſtanding the Maſter's repreſenting the Dif-

All this 
I preſume will readily be allow'd, but then 
I am very much of Opinion, the Society will 
neyer ſuffer this Preference, to give thoſe 
Counties the Advantage above all others 
with regard to the beſt Preferments in the 
College, which are equally apen to all Coun- 
ties without DiſtinCtion, there will always be 
Jealouſy of this, and how far it may operate, 
is more than I can pretend to know.
